Mrs. Eva M oran, aged 20, niece of 
Carm en Domenick, who died in the 
New Castle hospital, August 25, a 
short tim e after he had been struck 
by an autom obile driven by Mrs. 
M oran, was exonerated of blame for 
her uncle’s death by a coroner’s jury 
last evening. The inquest, held by 
Coroner Orville Potter, took place 
in Alderm an H. G. Coates’ office on 
N orth Cedar street. 
Dr. Jas. M. Popp who took care of 
the deceased after he was brought 
to the New Castle hospital, put a 
new angle on the case, when he tes­ 
tified th at the injuries received by 
Mr. Domenick were not sufficient 
to have caused death, but th a t Mr. 
Domenick died of h eart trouble, X- 
Rays showing th a t he was suffer­ 
ing w ith a well advanced case of 
arterio sclerosis, or hardening of the 
arteries of the heart, and th a t death 
m ight have occurred a t any time. 
The fright caused when 
he 
was 
struck induced a h eart attack, the 
doctor stated, w*hich brought on his 
death. 
Couldn’t Find Driver 
Willis G. McMullen, chief of de­ 
tectives of the city police force told 
of being summoned to investigate 
the accident, along w ith Detective 
John Moore, after Mr. Domenick 
had been struck. They went to the 
New Castle hospital a t the request 
of Coroner Potter, and found th a t 
the car which had struck ,Mr. Dom­ 
enick had been driven by his niece, 
Mrs. Eva M oran, of 113 N orth Lib­ 
erty street, but were unable to find 
Mrs. M oran or her husband. 
The 
couple surrendered 
to 
police 
on 
W ednesday afternoon, he said. Mrs. 
M oran had told th a t she had no li­ 
cense to operate a car and became 
frightened and ran away until the 
excitem ent died down, he stated. 
Nick Domenick, who is a nephew 
of Carm en Domenick, and wrho wras 
with him when struck, stated th at 
they were enroute to the home of 
Nick’s 
sister, on W abash 
avenue, 
about 12:45, when they w*ere hit. 
As they were walking across the 
intersection of Lacock and Liberty 
street, he said he heard a noise as 
of a car coming. He looked back and 
saw the m achine coming rig h t at 
them . He said he tried to pull his 
uncle out of the way, but th at he 
tried to go in the opposite direction, 
and by th e tim e they had stum bled 
up onto the sidewalk in front of the 
M ahoning Supply Company, the car 
came up over the curb and struck 
them . He was knocked down and

Coast Guard Messages Tell Of 
Destruction In Various 
Sections

W ASHINGTON, Sept. 4. — The 
brief messages which poured into 
coast guard headquarters all d u r­ 
ing the night gave a graphic de­ 
scription of the destruction the h u r­ 
ricane wrought upxm various sec­ 
tions of Florida, one of A m erica’s 
winter playgrounds. 
The latest messages showed : 
1—T h at the train carrying about 
400 veterans in a section just above 
Upper M atecumbe Key when 
the 
fury of the hurricane struck th a t lo­ 
cality, was overturned “with only 
the engine left standing.” 
3-—V eterans’ cam p num ber 5, lo­ 
cated on Lower M atecumbe Key, was 
completely wrecked. 
“Only wreck­ 
age rem ains,” the message said. 
4—700 persons m arooned on M ate­ 
cumbe Key. 
None of the messages, however, 
m ade any m ention of casualties.

MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 4.—Miami 
redoubled its efforts early today 
to rush relief to the hurricane- 
devastated area south of here. 
Dozens of ambulances, containing 
doctors, nurses and medical equip­ 
m ent, food trucks and private cars 
were being rushed down the 70 miles 
of road to Homestead, centre of the 
disaster, where m any of the injured 
were being cared for. 
Red Cross officials expressed the 
hope it would be possible to bring 
most of the injured here for a tte n ­ 
tion. 
M eantim e M iami was 
shut 
off 
completely from th e area south of 
Homestead and Tavernier. This sec­ 
tion ordinarily can be reached only 
by boat, but all available boats in 
the area have been 
either 
swept 
away or moved to safer ports. 
In all probability airplanes will 
take off from Miami to m ake sur­ 
veys of the stricken towns if there 
is an im provem ent in the w eather 
this m orning.

Standard Oil interests, to 
whom Em peror Haile Selassie of 
Ethiopia had leased half his king­ 
dom in a desperate effort to save 
it from Italian conquest, agreed to 
cancel the concession. 
Lift Danger To U. S. 
Abandonm ent of the concession 
was prom pted by the desire to re- 


move the danger of this country 
becoming entangled in a European

Between 80 And 100 
Ex-Servicemen Lost 
In Florida Storm

Physicians, Red Cross nurses and 
emergency relief groups succeeded 
early today, after hours of heroic 
effort, in reaching the hurricane- 
devastated 
FERA 
cam ps 
in

south Florida Keys. 
An incomplete checkup 
by 
the 
Red Cross indicated th at between 
80 and 100 ex-service men, who had 
been engaged in bridge construction 
work, had lost their lives 
in 
the 
storm . 
At least 100 suffered injuries. 
In the dim 
light of the early 
morning, with a biting gale, the 
tail end of the hurricane, blowing 
at 50 miles an hour, a gallant group 
of 
rescuers 
crossed 
Snake 
creek 
from Homestead 
to 
the 
stricken 
camps. 
Camps Devastated. 
The crossing was made in a small 
skiff, powered 
with 
an 
outboard 
motor. 
It w'as the only craft avail­ 
able. 
The rescuers found the camps u t­ 
terly devastated, with the injured 


'huddling pitifully against the few 
buildings th at were left standing. 
Bodies of the dead were found in all 
parts of the cam p area. 
After adm inistering first aid to 
the more seriously injured, the res­ 
cuers prepared to transport those 
needing help to Homestead. 
Automobiles were lined up on the 
Hom estead shore of Snake creek 
and their headlights turned onto the 
wind-tossed water. 
The white-clad doctors and nurses 
on the other side of the creek look­ 
ed alm ost weird in the glare of the 
headlights as they lifted the injured 
into the small rescue boat. 
Fifty of the injured were brought 
to Homestead

w ithin two hours. 
Ten were taken to the Post G rad ­

Lauder­ 
dale, Fla., base to the Snake river 
area and to Miami. 
The Snake river area embraces

Roosevelt Gives Opinion As 
New Executive Orders 
Are Made 


(International News Service) 
HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 4,— 
President Roosevelt today 
stated 
th at the peak of the governm ent's 
emergency work is passed. 
The president gave this opinion 
as he m ade public the last of three 
executive orders placing all of the 
20 emergency agencies and commis­ 
sions under control of the budget 
bureau. 
From now on, Mr. Roosevelt said, 
there will be a steady reduction in 
personnel in the emergency set-ups. 
All of these agencies henceforth 
m ust clear adm inistrative expenses 
through the budget and cut down

em ergency work w arrants.

The other 14 had been grouped 
under two earlier orders. 
The executive foresaw several of 
the em ergency agencies gradually 
evolving into m anagem ent corpora­ 
tions. As such, th eir operating costs 
will be m uch lower.

THERE are some 1 5,500 newspapers and periodicals published 


1 
in this country. 
The greatest proportion of them are small­ 
town weeklies, dailies and semi-weeklies, and magazines whose 


principal appeal is to the rural dweller. 
The importance, the influence, and the worth of these .pub­ 
lications can hardly he exaggerated. 
They are, as the San Fran­ 
cisco Argonaut has written, “ the chief influence in the thought 
habits oi our rural population of fifty-four million. 
^ 
And the 
character of their comment, both in news and editorial dep.iit- 


ments, well repays those who peruse them. 
As a result, the recent contest held by the magazine 
Coun­ 
try H om e” to pick the best country newspaper correspondent in 
the United States, was ot much more importance and interest 
than contests usually are. 
The winner, a woman, lives in a 
Missouri town which has a population of twenty-seven, and is 
fifteen miles from the nearest railroad. 
For forty-four years 
she has been local correspondent for a rural paper in her county. 
Urban editors, on reading excerpts from her correspond­ 
ence, have been amazed by its quality. 
It does not deal with 
crimes and misdemeanors. 
Instead it tells of the crops, of the 
trials, tribulations and achievements of farm people who rarely 
make the metropolitan headlines, but who, happily, are more 
numerous and more vital to the nation than our gangsters, our 
political and business renegades, and our ex-show-girl divorcees. 
Most interesting of all, this woman s correspondence, tine 
as it is, is not greatly different from that of other rural corres­ 
pondents. 
Winners ot lesser prizes in the contest show the 
same qualities. 
The country newspaper, little known as it is 
to the city dweller, is one of the finest, most permanent, and 
most deservedly successful influences in our American life. Last, 
but not least, it is the outstanding guardian of the nation in 
upholding our Constitution and American ideals.

In those years, he has treated 23,- 
000 persons w ithout charging a cent 
although keeping up an expensive 
laboratory with assistants some of t 
whom are paid as m uch as $25.00 a 
day in wgaes. 
Dr. Palm er is busy all day long, 
treating as m any 
as fifty 
persons 
daily. Most of the medicines given 
his patient« are made from native 
roots and herbs. 
The failure of the Ozark inhabi­ 
tan ts to identify Palm er is curious. 
It is difficult to imagine a physician 
who does not display his college d i­ 
ploma.

THE HEALTH CENSUS 
The U. S. public health service will start early in October to make 
a survey of 90 com m unities and rural areas in all parts of the country 
which for the first tim e in medical history will show how diseases and 
im pairm ents are distributed as to geographical sections, sex, age and 
occupation. 
The census will be taken by 5,000 relief workers, and will reach 
the peak in m id-w inter, to \yi financed from federal work relief funds 
A house-to-house canvass will be made to obtain data on diseases and 
m edical treatm ent. A study will be made of health records kept by pub­ 
lic agencies, hospitals and sick benefit associations composed of indus­ 
trial workers. 
In each section a small group of those canvassed will 
be selected for physical exam inations, so th at accurate details will be 
obtained. Typical subjects of their particular com m unity will be selected 
from a health viewpoint. 
Tabulation of the reports should give the health service m uch in ­ 
form ation to enable it to lay out a program for the future, which doubt­ 
less will include plans on new7 lines for im provem ent of the public health. 
The survey will be of great im portance to the com m unities and rural 
areas selected for the canvass by thousands from a class th a t Is to share 
in public work as a p art of the relief plans. 
A study of the distribution 
of diseases and physical im pairm ents throughout the country is one of 
the most interesting and im portant of any yet undertaken by any branch 
of the federal governm ent.
